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The  separation  of  the  Dorchester  Relief  Society  from  the 
Associated  Charities,  although  difficult  to  arrange  has  proved  benefi¬ 
cial  to  both  societies.  The  work  which  was  formerly  accomplished 
by  one  agent  is  now  done  by  two  and  we  believe  much  more 
thoroughly.  The  type  of  cases  to  be  cared  for  wholly  by  the  Relief 
Society  were  decided  to  be  those  of  old  persons  without  families  and 
cases  which  had  received  aid  for  the  third  time,  should  be  visited  by 
our  agent  in  connection  with  the  visitor  of  the  Associated  Charities 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  the  aid  is  well  used. 

Beside  the  dispensation  of  the  usual  necessities  of  life  by  this 
Society  much  work  has  been  done  by  the  Agent  in  various  directions 
for  the  benefit  of  those  assisted.  Along  our  new  lines  of  work  is  the 
Cooking  Class,  formed  last  winter  by  our  co-operation  with  the 
Trinity  Day  Nursery  Association,  which  is  again  meeting  weekly  this 
season.  Our  most  important  new  work  has  been  to  secure  the 
services  of  a  District  Nurse  for  Dorchester.  This  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  by  consulting  with  the  Instructive  District  Nursing  Association 
of  Boston. 

The  need  of  a  nurse  of  this  kind  in  Dorchester  has  been  very 
much  felt  by  the  physicians,  who  have  been  most  cordial  in  their 
appreciation  of  the  plan,  and  several  have  already  availed  themselves 
of  the  services  of  the  Nurse.  The  visitors  among  the  poor  also  hail 
with  satisfaction  this  assistance.  A  small  fee  is  charged  for  the  Nurse 
in  families  who  are  able  to  afford  it. 

Sufficient  funds  to  pay  the  nurse  for  the  coming  year  have  not 
been  raised,  but  we  earnestly  solicit  contributions  for  this  purpose. 
The  work  of  this  Society  during  the  past  year  has  continued  as  in 
former  years.  Seventy-five  families  or  more,  have  received  substan¬ 
tial  aid,  the  sick  have  been  cared  for  and  supplied  with  medicine  and 
nourishment,  coal  and  wood  have  made  homes  comfortable,  groceries 
and  provisions  have  fed  many  hungry  persons,  clothing  has  made 
warm  and  neat  many  who  were  thinly  clad,  shoes  have  enabled  chil- 


dren  to  be  kept  in  school  who  otherwise  would  have  remained  at 
home. 

Several  tuberculous  patients  have  been  fitted  out  with  clothing, 
and  sent  to  Rutland,  and  board  partly  supplied  by  the  Society. 

To  enable  us  to  carry  on  our  work  we  need  the  help  and  co-oper¬ 
ation  of  every  person  in  the  community.  The  presence  of  those 
desirous  of  helping  the  poor,  will  be  most  welcome  at  our  meetings. 

Money  and  clothing  are  much  needed  at  this  time.  A  card  sent 
to  the  Relief  Society,  Adams  Street,  stating  where  clothing  may  be 
called  for  will  be  promptly  attended  to.

We  have  realized  for  a  long  time  that  the  work  of  the  Associated 
Charities  in  Dorchester,  and  that  of  the  Dorchester  Relief  Society, 
was  too  much  for  one  agent;  and,  since  January,  1905,  the  work  of 
the  two  organizations  has  been  made  entirely  separate,  and  a  new 
agent  has  been  employed  to  give  all  her  time  to  the  work  of  our 
conference. 

In  looking  for  permanent  results  of  our  work,  we  find  that  we 
have  accomplished  much  in  suppressing  begging.  There  are  now 
very  few  beggars  calling  at  the  doors  or  asking  alms  in  the  streets, 
and  the  confidence  which  the  community  places  in  our  ability  to  dis¬ 
cover  real  need  and  secure  appropriate  relief,  as  well  as  to  detect 
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impostors  and  to  suppress  begging,  is  most  encouraging.  It  is  much 
easier  to  give  to  a  beggar  than  to  find  out  what  should  be  done  to 
help  him.  In  order  to  do  this,  we  must  learn  his  real  need  and  its 
cause. 

The  encouraging  results  of  the  faithful  work  of  our  volunteer 
visitors  is  seen  in  the  better  home  life  of  the  poor.  A  drinking  woman 
who  has  a  steady  husband  and  three  nice  boys  has  been  visited  by 
one  of  our  volunteers  constantly  for  three  years.  The  visitor  has 
encouraged  the  woman,  provided  work  in  the  home  and  good  books, 
and  by  sympathy  and  unlimited  patience  is  helping  her  to  overcome 
her  temptation.  Her  attacks  of  drinking  are  now  much  less  frequent 
than  formerly.
